| extortion and apossible charge | 
of attempted murder of a ica 
eral officer. 

Fires One Shot. 

Last night, Jones was over- 
powered as he pulled a .38 cal- 
iber revolver when FBI agents 
identified themselves. He had 
time to fire only one shot, and 
it missed. 

On April 29, 20 Jewish fam- 
flies received letters which 
began: “You Jews to pay $200,- 
000. How many you Jews be 
dead before you pay? Acid-dy- 
namite-fire-guns will make you 


Julius Schepps, Dallas busi- 
mess and civic leader, was sin- 
gied out for the role of collec- 
tor and was apparently the 
principal target. 

Schepps’s younger brother, 
George, served as go-between 
in some of the negotiations and 
threw the package from the 
automobile which lured Jones 
to the FBI trap. As directed, 
George Schepps dropped the 
package near a railroad em- 
bankment northeast of Dallas 
and then drove away. 

Through his rear-view mir- 
ror, the younger Schepps said 
he could see a figure descend- 
ing the railroad embankment. 
Officers quickly surrounded 
Jones and overwhelmed him. 

‘Just Got Drunk.’ — 

Taken to the Dallas county 
jail, Jones said he “just got 
drunk and wondered off into 


the wrong direction.” 

The letters received by the | 
Dallas families were postmarked 
_at the main Dallas post office at | 
10 p.m. April 28. 

“You pay befote you die,” the 
letters said. “You tell Julius 
Schepps what to do. I write him 
how pay. Children burn your 
fault not mine.” 

The letter to Schepps carried

Justice Douglas warned that 
the “political balance of the 
world” is shifting away from 
the West with a resulting dan- 
ger that is “greater today than 
we are led to believe.” He said 
peace can no longer be achieved 
by mere containment ef Com- 
munisin because the Communist 
forees have already broken 
through their perimeter. So far, 
Justice Douglas said, Asians 
have seen America fight Com- 
munism with weapons which 
only increase Communism. He 
said they look upon this coun- 
try as the “powerful underwrit- 


* er for empire-building.”

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“There is no reason why the 
ideas of equality, liberty and in- 
dependence cannot be made the 
most contagioius force loose in 
the world, while the fever of 
Russian Communism runs its 
course,” the justice declared. 
To achieve this, he said, is “cru- 
cially important.” 

“We were the ones who first 
scorched a city with the bomb— 
and that city was in Asia,” Jus- 
tice Douglas said. “Let us, in 
humility, take to Asia an atomic 
plant dedicated to peace. It 
will speak more eloquently than 
any propaganda of the devotion 
of America to the interest of 
the common man, whatever 
may be his creed or color.”

Because it is a deplorable embarrassment at 
home and abroad, the senatorial investigation 
into the batfle between Senator McCarthy and 
the Army Department should be stopped. Sc 
runs the essence of the argument of Senator 
Dirksen_of Illinois and others who seek a quick 
‘end fo the public airing of the bitter dispute.

Chairman Mundt and the six Senators who 
sit with him have one of the gravest responsibili- 
ties ever assumed by a congressional committee. 
They are charged with finding out the full facts 
about the Army’s serious charges against Senator 
McCarthy and Messrs. Cohn and Carr. They 
are also charged with bringing out the full facts 
about Senator McCarthy’s counter-charges that 
the Army tried to blackmail him. This is a 
dispute that involves the basic constitutional 
separation of the executive and legislative de- 
partments. It must be fully heard and decided. 

However disgraceful the proceedings have 
been, they already have accomplished much 
good. The hearings have shown what kind of 
shifty, devious personnel Senator McCarthy has 
assembled around him. The hearings have 
proved that to try to make his case, the Senator 
will use an altered and wholly misleading photo- 
graph and a “copy” of a spurious communication 
from J. Edgar Hoover which Mr. Hoover did 
not send and did not sign. 

The hearings have shown that Senator Mc- 
Carthy has in his possession secret security in- 
formation which the Attorney General himself 
says must not be released. The hearings have 
shown that Senator McCarthy, who condemns 
others who will not testify as “Fifth Amendment 
Communists,” himself will not tell who slips him 
security information from within the Govern- 
ment, ; 

The hearings have shown that the Senator 
who demands faithfulness in others, approves 
faithlessness to the oath of office when it abets 
him in his headline-hunting “crusade.” 

. = 

Above all else the hearings have shown that 
never again can Senator McCarthy be turned 
loose to misuse the name and reputation of the 
United States Senate as he has been allowed to 
do by his Senate colleagues. For if it is diff 
cult to get at the truth in a public hearing with 
seven Senators sitting and able counsel present 
for both sides, there can no longer be any trust 
in the McCarthy drumhead, closed-door sessions 
out of which the current battle arose. 

When this investigation opened nearly three 
weeks ago, McCarthyism was the most serious of 
American political ills. It is still serious because 
the Senator has fanatical followers who mistak- 
enly look on him as a great patriot. But many 
millions of citizens are ‘now seeing the true 
McCarthy for the first time. They are seeing 
his insolence, his trickery, his self-aggrandize- 
ment. All this is unpleasant but it is necessary 
and it is healthy. : 

Expedite the investigation, yes, in every fair 
and reasonable way possible. But see it through’ 
to its finish. There is no other course that the 
Senate or the Eisenhower Administration can 
afford—and none other that the American people 
will accept.

And yet two members, Mrs. Irma H. Friede 
and Dr. James J. McCaffery, say they consider 
such an inquiry a “waste of money.” Surely they 
do not mean that they favor continuation of the 
waste that results from the bungling, loose ad- 
ministration and questionable business practices 
that have been stripped bare in the preliminary 
report. 

Mrs. Friede’s term expires next spring. If she 
decides to run again, her campaign will probably 
coincide with another campaign. That one will 
be the life-and-death struggle of the school sys- 
tem itself to retain the present tax rate, which 
could drop by 26 cents unless the people vote 
to keep it where it is. That cut would be a 
disaster for the schools. 

It will take a good deal of nerve for Mrs.

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Rebuff and Challenge 


In the grim and yet hopeful task of trying to 
assure peaceful use of atomic energy, President 
Eisenhower appears to have met another rebuff 


from Russia. These rebuffs have assumed the #7) € 
character of a challenge to proceed with the ~° @ 


: effort. 


Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov has replied 
to the President’s bold Dec. 8 offer of a world 
pool of fissionable matter for peacetime uses. 
According to Washington officials, Molotov in- 
sisted once more that the nations first prohibit 
use of nuclear weapons. 


This seems to be the same old Soviet line 
calling for a paper disarmament pact without 
international enforcement. But as an initial Rus- 
sian reply, it must be about what Washington 
expected. A State Department officer says the 
Molotov note does not kill the President's pro- 
posal. Hence the discussion will proceed. 


Meanwhile the Joint Atomic Energy Commit- 
tee of Congress has begun public hearings on 
two bills which bear on the international negoti- 
ations. These measures require the most thor- 
ough consideration, but in purpose both would 
strengthen President Eisenhower's hand. 

One would encourage private use, under gov- 
ernment control, of nuclear power for civilian 
purposes. And the nation which first turns the 
atom to the economic benefit of its people will 
carry a high card in the international negotia- 
tions. That nation will demonstrate how the 
world can-use the atom for the benefit of all 
mankind. 

The second bill would authorize the Atomic 
Energy Commission to give our Western allies 
information on industrial use of atomic energy. 
The AEC also could release fissionable material 
for such use. This measure is a small but 
plain step toward an international pool as sug- 
gested by the President. 

Russia’s persistent line on atomic disarma- 
ment is discouraging, but what America does 
with the atom in peace will show the world what 
can be done under a proper international agree- 
ment. The need for that agreement is too serious, 
and the alternative too grave, to permit dis- 
couragement.

Peace by Partition 


| Possible division of Viet Nam state in Indochina recalls partition 
as.a means of ‘peace’ in Korea, Palestine, India, Germany and 
Ireland; can be used to create buffer state between two con- 
| tending nations which reflects a balance of power between them.

Negotiations for an Indochina settle- 
ment have begun at Geneva; talks on a 
Korean settlement were already under 
way. 

However anachronistic resort to parti- 
tion. may be regarded as a means of 
bringing peace to war-torn countries, 
settlement by one or another form of 
partition will come in for much discus- 
sion at the Geneva conference on Asian 
problems. The Viet Nam delegation 
on May 6 flatly rejected partition of 

ndochina; the Reds on May 5 were 
reported seeking a political rather than 
a territorial solution there. 


Partition finds miost favor with the 
British delegation. The United States 
delegation publicly opposes partition, 
but on May 5 the Americans were re- 
ported ready to guarantee an armistice 
line, avoiding the word “partition” and 
maintaining that the proposed armistice 
would represent a military settlement 
as a first step toward a political settle- 
ment. e 

As for divided Korea, relegated to 
the background for the time being, 
President Rhee of the Republic of Ko- 
rea proposes unification of the country 
by an election in North Korea only. ’ 

The Reds want formation of a tem- 
porary government, with North Korean 


‘and South Korean representation, to be 


followed by all-Korean elections.’ The 
United States supports Rhee, but is re- 
ported to modify its stand. In 
the probable event of a stalemate, the 
present de facto partition would con- 
tinue indefinitely. 


Partition appears to work best as a 
modus operandi when strong ethnic, 
social, religious or geographical barriers 
divide the quarreling factions. Although 
the post-World War I Anglo-Irish agree- 
ment did not entirely elimirfate tension 
between Protestant Northern Ireland 
(Ulster) and Catholic Ireland (Eire), 


the “Irish problem” has since been a 
dwindling one, at least in the eyes of 
the non-Irish. 

* Religious differences have been eased 
but by no means eliminated by the post- 
World War II division of the subconti- 
nent of India. The present India is pre- 
dominantly Hindu; Pakistan, Moslem. 
The majority of the people in the dis- 
puted state of Kashmir are Moslem. but 
the Jammu province of Kashmir is pre- 
dominantly Hindu. 


The uneasy armistice in Israel] is an 
indirect product of partition. Both the 
British partition plan of 1946 and the 
U.N. partition plan of November 1947 
proved unacceptable, and the British 
mandate was terminated in 1948. Gen- 
eral hostilities then broke out, halted 
Wy the general armistice agreements of 
1949, based on the battle lines. Israel 
gained an area almost one-third larger 
than she would have received under the 
U.N. plan. 

Like the partition of Palestine, the 
war-imposed partition of Germany, al- 
though highly unsatisfactory to all con- 
cerned, has taken on an appearance of 
permanence. The East-West division of 
Germany, like the North-South split in 
Korea, was based primarily on military 
zones of occupation when World War II 
came to an end. 

When a buffer state lies between two 
great nations, partition tends to reflect 
the balance of power between them. 
Poland was liter. partitioned to death 
before it emerged as a new nation after 
World War I and after World War II 
became'‘a Soviet satellite. 


Jonee gained possession of the south- 
- ern half.of the island of Sakhalin by the 


1905 Treaty ef Portsmouth, gained con- 
trol of the whole jsland after World 
War I, withdrew from the northern 
half (except for economic concessions) 
in 1925, lost the whole island to Russia 
in the Yalta agreement.

On Treatment 


Of Arthritis

66 VE heard that not even 
| cortisone cures arthritis. 
But there’s a new book by, 
oh somebody or other, not a 
doetor, whose wife had arth- 
ritis. He’s worked out the most 
amazing diets, including cod 
liver oil. And he says that not 
only what you eat is important 
but in what order you eat it.” 
The woman impressively lowered 
her voice over the last phrase 
as she chatted across the teacups. 
The woman heard quite right 
that cortisone does not cure 
arthritis. Physicians do realize 
the importance of a nutritious 
diet, though cod liver oil and 
vitamin D were tried and dis- 
carded by physicians years ago. 
In one kind of arthritis, gout, 
food selection is of major im- 
portance. But there is a lot of 
popular fakery about diets. 
Using a certain ritual as to 
which foods you eat first is 
glamorous humbug. 
om - 
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LET’S GLANCE OVER just 
what physicians know about 
arthritis. First, different dis- 
eases requiring different treat- 
ments are all called arthritis. 

There is gout, infectious arth- 
ritis such as from gonorrhea, 
(cured by penicillin), the arth- 
ritis in rheumatic fever and 
rheumatoid arthritis which may 
or may not be the same thing, 
osteoarthritis or degenerative 
joint disease which is a sort of 
wear-and-tear joint damage, and 
several rarer forms of joint dis- 
ease. 

Rheumatoid arthritis and os- 
teoarthritis are the commonest. 

Osteoarthritis or the degene- 
rative joint disease does not 
cripple. It afflicts chiefly the 
spine and knees. Reducing your 
overweight before age 40 will 
help prevent it. Weight reduc- 

tion relieves symptoms by les- 
sening the load on the spine and 
knees, which bear the weight of 
the body. Several medicines re- 
lieve the pains. “Worn-out” 
joints can’t be replaced or made 
new again. 

Rheumatoid arthritis is the 
kind of arthritis most people 
think of with horror when they 
mention arthritis. It produces 
deformities and crippling, stif- 
fened useless hands, and stif- 
fened bent knees. That is what 
happens in this disease if you 
put all your faith in some diet 
or pill. 

a + 

PHYSICIANS NOW KNOW 
how to treat this disease so as to 
prevent or minimize crippling, 
though a cure is not known. Im- 
provement for various lengths of 
time may occur even without 
treatment, though you can't 
count on it. The possibility of 
such spontaneous improvement 
makes it hard to judge the re- 
sults of new treatments. 

Medicines such as cortisone 
and ACTH have received the 
most attention recently but they 
aren't the whole treatment. Such 
medicines are just a small part 
of the modern treatment plan, 
according to some medical ex- 
perts on arthritis. They think 
the most important use of corti- 
sone or ACTH is lessening pain 
and joint inflammation to allow 
exercise treatments. It’s the 
physical therapy that prevents 
deformity and crippling. 

A regular plan of treatment 
must be used since no shot, pill 
or diet now known will cure 
rheumatoid afthritis by itself. 
Modern treatment includes 
avoiding further injury to the 
afflicted joints, passive and ac- 
tive exercises, local heat, and 
other medicines. 

* * * 

THE COMMONEST CAUSE 
for crippling is‘ giving up and 
retiring to a chair, letting your 
joints stiffen in the bent useless 
position. 

Various supports, canes, casts, 
crutches, and braces help take 
the load off the joints while they 
are acutely inflamed. Moving 
spine, finger, wrist, and knee 
joints through complete ranges 
of motion daily for months pre- 
vents their stiffening in the bent 
position. It’s important that 
your physician or specialist in 
physical medicine supervise 
these exercises for them to be 
most beneficial. 

Some arthritis specialists think 
that small doses of the potent 
cortisone or ACTH for months 
to years is worthy treatment in 
addition to the exercises and 
supports mentioned. 

Other medicines help some 
people. These include gold salts 
and salicylates. 

A lot is known about arthritis. 
The crippling of rheumatoid 
arthritis can be prevented in 
most cases. Those who already 
have some crippling can be 
helped by modern treatment pro- 
grams.

AD’S old leather chair bore 
Di» far too long for the fami- 
ly to doubt that leather is 
anything less than wonderful. 
But now that leather is so fash- 


ionable in light and bright new * 


colors, must we learn special 
new tricks for its care. No, says 
the Upholstery Leather Group 
which provides so much of the 
finest leather for furniture. 

A light color is very practical 
in leather because it needs no 
more than simple soap and wa- 
ter treatment to keep it clean, 
just as dark leather does. Use 
a mild soap and a damp cloth 
to remove soil and follow first 
with a damp soapless cloth to 
remove the soap film, then a 
dry cloth for polishing. 

The Group advises against the 
use of cleaners, polishes, wax, 
ammonia, bleaches and deter- 
gents, even against saddle soap, 
saying that most of them clog 
the pores of leather, which must 
breathe to stay in good condi- 
tion. 

Today’s fine leather finishes 
are alcohol resistant, but alco- 
hol should be wiped off im- 
mediately with a dry cloth, then 
sponged with soap and water. 

Immediate treatment for acid 
or perspiration stains is advised 
also, with a cloth dipped into 
a solution of one teaspoon of 
baking soda to a glass of water, 
followed by soap and water 
sponging.

WE CAN’T, OF COURSE, guarantee that this will work 
with your own children.

That when you say a certain magic word, pre-ar- 
ranged, you and the child will leave for home without his 
making any fuss or any delay. 

Or downtown behavior can be planned for. For some 
children the excitement of carrying out a plan can help 
them over some of the most difficult transitions. It can 
help them carry out without a fuss those so-difficult leave- 
takings which with many 6-year-olds cause so much con- 
fusion and stir up so much bad and embarrassing behavior.

J. Edgar Hoover Says Bureau's Job Is to Protect American People—Opposes National Police Force

eral Bureau of Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, 

May 11 (AP). 
URING his 30 years as chief 
of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, J. Edgar Hoover 
has been assailed as a sinister 
menace to American liberties, an 
enemy of criminal reformation, 
a “college-trained flat-foot” and 

a political partisan. 

What has been the end result? 
Hoover and the FBI still com- 
mand a place of prestige which 
is unusual in the nation’s Gov- 
ernment. 

Over the years Hoover has run 
a gantlet of more criticism and 
emerged with fewer scars prob- 
ably than any other man in 
public service. 

His is one of the strangest and 
most absorbing stories in all of 
official Washington where “bure- 
acrats” come and go—but where 
Hoo @r remains year after year 


in a Sosition that seems almost 
impregnable. 
What does Hoover himself 


think of this criticism? 

“I’m used to it now,” he said. 
“I’m not as sensitive any more 
—except when I think the criti- 
cism is unjust and unfair. 

“As I see our responsibility, 
it is to protect the American 
people and to see they are 
guaranteed their rights accorded 
by the Constitution. We are just 
as interested in proving in- 
nocence as establishing guilt.” 

The instructions given to FBI 
agents in the matter of observ- 
ing civil rights are stern. Agents 
are ordered not to step be- 
yond the boundaries of justice 
—not to give even an impression 
of bullying or to cast suspicion 
on anyone through their acts 
and manner of questioning. This 
is a matter of record. 


The argument hinges on how 
well these written instructions 
are observed. On this score, 
Morris L./ Ernst, sometimes 
counsel for the American Civil 
Liberties Union, wrote in the 
December 1950 Reader’s Digest: 

“A real ‘smear’ campaign has 
been carried on against Hoover's 
work. Those who feared the 
bureau—as I once did—will be 
glad to know the facts. The FBI 
is unique in the history of na- 
tional police. It has a magnifi- 
cent record of respect for indi- 
vidual freedom. It invites docu- 
mented complaints against its 
agents. It has zealously tried to 
prevent itself from violating the 
democratic process¢s. 


“Among liberals, I am by no 
means alone in this opinion. A 
while ago Roger Baldwin, for- 
mer director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, wrote to 
J. Edgar Hoover: ‘It seems to 
me that your bureau has ac- 
complished an exceedingly diffi- 
cult task with rare judicial 
sense.” 

“For me, that sums up the 
record.”

: “Why I No Longer Fear 
the FBI.” 

Scandal has never touched 
Hoover in all his years as FBI 
chief—and neither has it in- 
volved the FBI. 


A long-standing complaint is 
that the FBI is moving in the 
direction of becoming a “secret 
police.” What is the truth in 
this? 

Hoover himself brushes off 
such a. suggestion as an ab- 
surdity and points to his record 
of consistently opposing pro- 
posals—some originating in Con- 
gress—that the FBI become a 
national police force. 


Twenty years ago it was pro- 
posed in Congress that each 
state send two men here for 
FBI training (the candidates to 
be. chosen by the governors). 
Then these agents would return 
to their states and act as “rov- 
ing” FBI men within the state’s 
boundaries. 


Hoover regarded this bill as 
the opening wedge in a move for 
a national police force. He is- 
sued instructions to his bureau 
saying: “I do not want to be a 
party to any such fantastic and 
ridiculous plan ... Be par- 
ticularly careful that by no 
stretch of the imagination any- 
one gleans any information from 
us that will place us even in- 
directly as encouraging any such 
program.”

OOVER had been in the De-

short time, as a special as- 
sistant to Attorney General A. 
Palmer Mitchell, when critics 
first assailed him.

“In making preliminary ar- 
rangements to take over the De- 
partment of Justice, Senator 
Walsh did discuss the question 
of reappointing Hoover as di- 
rector of the FBI. There was 
opposition to Hoover because 
of stories about the part he 
had played in the Palmer raids. 

“Shortly before the Senator’s 
death — which came before he 
could take office—I had dinner 
with him. He told me he had 
decided to reappoint Hoover as 
he had found that Hoover had 
not been personally responsible 
for the abuses that occurred in 
the raids and had been acting 
under orders.” 


The records show that orders 
for the raids were signed by 
Frank Burke of the Bureau of 
Investigation, while Hoover at 
the time was in the Department 
of Justice. 


Later in 1940 there was a 
flare-up of criticism against the 
FBI over the arrest of per- 
sons in Detroit in connection 
with recruiting for Spanish Loy- 
alists. Senator George Norris 
sharply criticized the FBI for 
the methods used in these ar- 
rests. 


An investigation by the De- 
partment of Justice absolved 
the FBI agents of wrongdoing. 
Hoover likes to recall that he 
attended a Gridiron Club din- 
ner in Washington at this time 
and President Roosevelt called 
out to him: “Edgar, what are 
they trying to do to you on the 
Hill?” 


“I told the President, ‘It’s 
hard to say.’ 

“He turned his thumbs -down 
on the table and said, ‘That's 
for them.’

Hoover has been criticized, 
too, for asking authority to tap 
telephone wires in cases involv- 
ing espionage, subversion, sabo- 
tage and kidnaping—and then 
bring this evidence into court.

“The civil rights statutes are 
on the books—and as long as 
they are there, this bureau is 
going to enforce them.” 

As for the “college trained 
flat-feet” jibe—Hoover is proud 
of the fact that his agents must 
meet a high standard of educa- 
tion. 

“Our men must meet a high 
moral, educational and ‘physical 
standard,” he said, “in order to 
carry out their duties properly. 
By insisting on this type of men, 
our spirit within the FBI has 
been wonderful. 

“Many of our people could 
leave the FBI today and go into 
industry or other fields and 
make many times what they 
make here. But they prefer to 
stay with the FBI. Their sal- 
aries can’t compensate for the 
time and sacrifices they have 
given.” 

The average FBI agent makes 
about $7000 a year. The top 
Salary in the FBI is drawn by 
Hoover and is fixed by Congress 
at $20,000, 
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OOVER is convinced that 
the hunt for spies and sub- 
versives is a job for profes- 
sionals such as the FBI. He said: 
“The FBI is the country’s first 
defense against espionage and 
subversion, If we fail, the secur- 
ity of this country will be 
Shaken. But we won't fail.” 


Hoover said he was touched 
by the recent speech of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in which the 
President said: “Our great de- 
fense against those people (Com- 
munists) is the FBI. The FBI 
has been doing for years in this 
line of work a magnificent job. 
They are a great bulwark... .” 


And Hoover added: “Investi- 
gating subversives isa highly 
professional job. The FBI is the 
agency to which people who 
have any information along this 
line should turn. In World War 
I, I saw abuses from well-mean- 
ing people and the development 
of a vigilante attitude. 


“Then in World War II, I was 
approached by groups who 
wanted to help investigate.
